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Store wars: 
work can 

start at last 


AFTER months of stalemate, work 
can finally begin on two proposed 
supermarkets in Newmarket. 

Applications for a Morrisons, 
on the site of the former gasworks 
in Exning Road, and an expanded 
Tesco in Fordham Road, were ap¬ 
proved by Forest Heath District 
Council (FHDC) in May but pro¬ 
gress stalled when appeals were 
lodged by Sainsburys and Asda, 
which both had bids refused at the 
same meeting. 

The News has now learned the 
Secretary of State has decided the 
stores that were approved can go 
ahead. 

A spokeswoman for FHDC said: 
“Forest Heath District Council re¬ 
ceived appeals against the Devel¬ 
opment Control Committee’s deci¬ 
sion to refuse planning permission 
for an application to build an Asda 
store behind Queensbury Lodge 
in Newmarket High street and a 
Sainsbury's store on the George

Lambton Playing Fields. 

“At the same time, the National 
Planning Casework Unit (NPCU) 
asked us for details of the two su¬ 
permarket applications, for Tesco 
and Morrisons, that the committee 
resolved to approve, and issued a 
formal notice preventing us from 
issuing consent for them while it 
considered if it would call in these 
applications to consider alongside 
the two appeals.” 

She said: “The NPCU has now an¬ 
nounced that it will not be calling 
in the two approved applications 
and Forest Heath District Council is 
free to issue consent for Morrisons 
and Tesco, once section 106 obliga¬ 
tions have been completed.” 

The appeals will still go ahead for 
Sainsbury’s and Asda stores. 

A Tesco spokesperson said: “We 
welcome the decision and are 
pleased that we can move forward 


to the next stage in building a new, 
bigger and better store in Newmar¬ 
ket for our customers and the local 
community.” 

Michael Van den Berg, develop¬ 
ment executive for Morrisons, said: 
“We are thrilled by the council’s de¬ 
cision. 

“Local planning is incredibly im¬ 
portant to Morrisons, so it is great 
to know that the local support has 
been heard and the council have 
been given the opportunity to make 
the right decision for Newmarket. 
“We look forward to getting on with 
the gas works as soon as possible.”

LOSING the ability to walk can be 
one of the most traumatic and heart¬ 
breaking experiences. 

For Tanya Hawes, from 
Newmarket, losing this also meant 
giving up the activity she loved most 
in the world - dancing. 

But under tutor Sharon Saltigerald, 
a wheelchair dancer, her dream of 
hitting the dance floor may once 


again become a reality. 

Tanya loved dancing as a teenager 
but an accident near Soham 
rendered her paralysed from the 
waist down when she was just 25. 

She said: "I have always had a 
passion for dancing even as a kid 
doing jazzercise. So when I was 
asked if I'd like to try this wheelchair 
dancing, of course I said yes. I can't 


thank Sharon enough for her time, 
dedication and passion and the 
patience she has given me."

But the beauty of wheelchair dancing 
is that I don't just have to sit there. 

"Anyone can learn to dance. Some 
just happen to be sitting in a chair." 


Sharon is hoping to start 
wheelchair dancing classes for 
people in Cambridgeshire and has 
been training Tanya at Newmarket 
Day Centre, in Fred Archer Way, to 
teach the classes.

Councillor paid 
for clerk neck op 


THE cost of a private operation 
for a town clerk has been paid 
back to council coffers - from a 
councillor’s personal funds. 

A row broke out earlier this 
year when it was revealed 
Newmarket Town Council had 
forked out £6,900 of taxpayers’ 
money to pay for a private neck 
operation for its clerk Isabelle 
Barrett. 

As reported in the News, town 
councillors said last week the 
money had been paid back at 
the end of August by a private 
benefactor. 

Cllr Shirley Crickmere, who 
represents All Saints ward, re¬ 
vealed that she was the anony¬ 
mous donor at a full council 
meeting on Monday. 

Fighting back tears, she said: 
“I repaid the money spent by 
the town council on our town 
clerk’s operation. 

“When the rudeness occurred 
by some councillors and mem¬ 
bers of the community, I want¬ 
ed to stop this so I repaid it.

“I did this quietly and not for 
recognition.” 

Cllr Crickmere said her 
daughter had undergone the 
same operation in the past and 
she was aware of how painful 
the town clerk’s condition was. 

She also said she was related 
to the town clerk by marriage. 

She added: “I wanted to speak 
because I want to support the 
town council. I love this council 
and I think we try very hard to 
help the town.” 

Councillors expressed their 
thanks to Cllr Crickmere for her 
generosity. 

The news of the repayment 
was revealed last week by ex¬ 
ternal auditors investigating the 
repayment due to a complaint 
by a member of the public. 

Councillors expressed their 
anger about the information 
being leaked to the public be¬ 
fore the council had been told. 

Newmarket Mayor, Cllr Geof¬ 


frey Jaggard, said: “I was abso¬ 
lutely horrified they could tell 
a member of the public and the 
press without saying anything 
to us whatsoever.” 

The decision to fund the op¬ 
eration privately was approved 
by the full council, bar the three 
Labour councillors Mick Jeffer- 
ys, Joy Uney and Chris Turner. 

The trio criticised the deci¬ 
sion as “incompetently han¬ 
dled” in a letter to the News last 
week. 

The town council has argued 
it had a duty of care to its em¬ 
ployees and the waiting list on 
the NHS for the specialist op¬ 
eration was too long. 

They decided it was more cost 
effective to fund the operation 
than to pay Mrs Barrett sick pay 
while she waited for the surgery 
on the NHS. 

External auditors are look¬ 
ing into the council’s decision 
to pay for the operation and 
an outcome is expected in the 
coming weeks. 
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Free school bid dropped 

Department for Education tells campaigners: there is 
no need for two secondary schools in Newmarket 


THE team behind plans for a 
free school in Newmarket have 
said they were “devastated” the 
bid will not go ahead. 

Parents and education pro¬ 
fessionals joined forces earlier 
this year to propose the New¬ 
market Free School, as they said 
parents needed more choice 
about where to send their chil¬ 
dren other than Newmarket 
College, which was placed in 
special measures in April. 

However in a letter seen by the 
News, project leader Julie Taylor 
said the team had dropped the 
bid as they were told by the De¬ 
partment for Education there 
was “no basic need” for two sec¬ 
ondary schools in Newmarket. 

The letter said: “The DfE has a 
clear view that there are not the 
numbers of students in New¬ 
market to sustain two schools. 
The new Minister is quite keen 
that schools only open where 
there is a strong basic need.” 

The letter also stated: “As a 
team we were devastated when 
we first got the news; we have 
been passionately committed 
to this project. 

“Please know that we have 
not given up easily; we have 
tried everything we can to save 
our project but in the end we 
had to accept that we had been 
outmanoeuvred and there was 
nothing further we could do.” 

More than 450 parents had 
pledged support for the free 
school and the principle was 
supported by Newmarket Town 
Council. 

Paul Stearn, of Elizabeth Av¬ 
enue, Newmarket, said he had 
been in support of the project 
from the start as he is concerned 
where to send his 8-year-old 
son. 

He said: “People from all

walks of life supported the 
project, not just from my son’s 
school in Exning. I think what 
was disappointing is the plans 
were never properly viewed by 
the DfE. They decided to dis¬ 
miss it because in their view one 
school is enough for the town.” 

Mr Stearn, who is head gar¬ 
dener at Jesus College, Cam¬ 
bridge, said: “The idea of the 
free school was to give parents 
choice. What parents are afraid 
of is they may have to move 
out of Newmarket to get their 
children into better performing 
schools in order to give them 
the education they need.” 

Another resident Andrew Ap¬ 
pleby, of St Albans, said: “I feel 
the free school promoters de¬ 
serve respect and admiration 
for their efforts which focused 
attention on the need for edu¬ 
cational improvements in New¬ 
market.” 

The former district councillor 
added: “Hopefully the proposed 
academy will provide solutions 
to problems.” 

Newmarket College an¬ 
nounced last week it will be¬ 
come a sponsored academy in 
partnership with Samuel Ward 
Academy, in Haverhill.

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Sun shines 
for the equine 
stars of HQ 


A S I stride up Warren 
Hill at an ungodly 
hour on Sunday 
morning, I begin to 
think this racing ma- 
larkey isn’t really for me. 

Newmarket fizzes with antici¬ 
pation as hundreds of visitors fill 
the streets for the Betfair New¬ 
market Open Day The annual 
event provides a unique oppor¬ 
tunity for the public to look in¬ 
side some of the world’s most 
prestigious racing yards and find 
out what makes the town tick. 

Although the industry domi¬ 
nates the town, the racing world 
is a private one so the chance to 
find out what really happens be¬ 
hind Newmarket’s stable doors 
was too exciting to miss. 

I start the day on Warren Hill 
gallops, one of the main train¬ 
ing grounds in the town, where 
top horses are being put through 
their paces. 

Trainers such as Marco Bot- 
ti, James Fanshawe and Sir 
Mark Prescott banter their way 
through commentaries to the 
binocular-clutching public as 
some of their most promising 
horses thunder up the heath 
through the mist. 

Despite the grey skies, the 
view from the top of Warren Hill 
is remarkable; the town nestling 
at the bottom like an island sur¬ 
rounded by a sea of heath and 
studland. 

After stumbling my way down

the horsewalks I head off to visit 
some of the town’s yards. 

More than 30 training estab¬ 
lishments are open to the public 
in the morning but I only man¬ 
age to visit two - Ed Dunlop’s 
La Grange stables, in Fordham 
Road, and Luca Cumani’s Bed¬ 
ford House stables, in Bury Road. 

When I arrive at La Grange I 
am caught in a crowd of racing 
fanatics mingling with families 
as they wander the yard, chat¬ 
ting to stable staff and taking 
the chance to pat some of the 
equine stars on show. 

Mr Dunlop tells me: “This 
event is a good thing for the 
town. I have always been a great 
supporter of it. 

“I am very pleased with the 
turnout and of course it is in 
support of three great charities.” 

I fall in love with a two-year- 
old called Zarwan and spend the 
rest of the day trying to dream 
up a way to keep a horse in the 
confines of my terraced house. 


Later I get caught up in a 
scrum of people waiting to see 
champion mare Snow Fairy, 
whose fan club is reminiscent of 
teenagers waiting to meet a boy- 
band. 

Time is ticking on so I head 
off, by now in warm sunshine, to 
Bedford House stables, which is 
run by Italian-born trainer Luca 
Cumani. It is one of the oldest 
yards in the town and its ivy- 
covered brick stables took my 
breath away. 

I meet a gorgeous group of re¬ 
tired thoroughbreds, which are 
now used as hacks to lead out 
the strings of younger horses, 
who are also on show. 

Children next to me watch 
open mouthed as a farrier grap¬ 
ples with a hack called Swop and 
shows us the tools to change a 
racehorse’s shoe from steel to 
aluminium for racing. 

I leave this beautiful yard very 
reluctantly but clutching my 
own lucky horseshoe.

Open Day I would like to thank 
everyone who made this day 
possible; especially those train¬ 
ers who cantered their horses or 
opened their yards allowing the 
public to see behind the scenes 
and the home of horseracing. 

“We hope we have made lots 
of money for three fantastic 
charities, New Astley Club, The 
British Racing School and the 
National Horseracing Museum.” 

And Nick Patton, Newmarket 
training grounds manager, said 
the event had been even better 
than last year. 

“It’s given the whole town a 
boost, die weather has definitely 
helped. Roll on next year,” he 
added. 

I wish I had been able to see 
everything but I would have 
needed to hop on one of the 
many racehorses to get around 
quickly enough. 

If you missed this year’s Open 
Day then fear not - plans are al¬ 
ready in motion for next year. 

I’ll definitely be there.

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Winter's coming: 
don't take risks 

THE days are getting shorter and 
the mornings getting darker. 

Before long the start time for winter 
use of the Newmarket training 
grounds will change to 0700 from 
the summer start of 0600, as 
decreed by the Jockey Club. 

These start times are, I believe, 
somewhat arbitrary. More relevant 
are the visibility and conditions 
underfoot. 

It may not be light enough to 
venture out until 0800 or go out at 
all on days of heavy rain, fog, ice 
or snow. 

My studies of the Law of Tort 
(Negligence), although admittedly 
originally some 40 years ago, 
suggest to me that any injuries to 
horses, riders, drivers, passengers 
and pedestrians attributable 
to horses being ridden out in 
unfavourable conditions could 
constitute an action for negligence. 
The use of high visibility clothing 
on riders and horses, as required 
by the Highway Code, does not 
necessarily diminish the culpability 
of those occasioning horses to be 
out on the roads or the training 
grounds at inappropriate times. 

The increased use of 'highvis' is, 
however, to be lauded. 

However, some might wonder 
whether some trainers have special 
dispensation to ride out at any time 
of the day or night. 

Any such dispensation would be 
invalid: one cannot abrogate legal 
responsibility. 

An instance of injury before 
the allowed start time, in light 
of continued non-compliance, 
would, I suggest, allow the Jockey 
Club, the NTF and the BHA to 
be conjoined with a trainer in an 
action for negligence in the absence 
of appropriate action to stop such 
abuse. 

Further, I would suggest, such 
actions or omissions could be 
construed as recklessness. 

Staff agreeing to ride out in 
inappropriate conditions could be 
judged to be contributing to this

negligence - and any compensation 
in instance of injury could be 
accordingly reduced and liability 
increased. 

Coercion, including taking 
advantage of, say, limited English, of 
staff, would be a factor to be taken 
into account. 

All UK trainers owe a duty of care 
to staff and to owners of horses. 

The Law of Tort, I believe, has 
changed little, except to be 
stricter. There is no reason why 
anyone should suffer loss through 
another's carelessness, negligence 
or recklessness. 

I believe the racing organisations 
would do well to consider such 
matters before the long winter 
evenings descend upon us.

Caring for carers 

THIS week the world 
commemorates World Alzheimer's 
Day as part of a month of action 
to raise awareness about this 
devastating disease. 

Did your readers know that there 
are currently over 820,000 people 
with dementia in the UK and over 
270,000 in London and the South 
East alone? 

It is estimated that one person in 
three over the age of 65 will die 


with a form of dementia and, as the 
population ages, this number can 
only increase. There will be over a 
million people with dementia by 
2021. 

Caring for a loved one with 
dementia can be a lonely, stressful 
experience. 

The feeling of disconnection is 
hardest to bear. There may be 
precious moments of clarity, when 
memories briefly return and the 
years roll away, but for the most 
part carers have to watch their 
ioved ones drifting slowly away. 

So many carers are in desperate 
need of respite, but opportunities 
to be relieved of the caring role 
for even a short time are few and 
far between. Over a third of carers 
have never been able to take a 
break since they started caring. 
What's worse, our own research 
shows that six out of ten carers are 
overwhelmed with feelings of guilt 
about the putting the person they 
care for into respite care, even for 
just a few days. 

Some carers are so consumed 
by worry that they end up not 
taking any respite at all, but simply 
struggle on at home, risking ill- 
health and complete breakdown in 
the process. 

I work for a charity called Vitalise. 
We run the Jubilee Lodge centre in 
Chigwell, which provides essential 
respite breaks for people with 


disabilities and carers from the 
region. Each year many hundreds 
of people take desperately-needed 
breaks with us. 

We regularly have special weeks 
for people with Alzheimer's and 
dementia and their partners - there 
are some coming up in January. 
Relieved of all their care worries, 
carers can regain their strength and 
reconnect with their loved ones. 
They tell us that their breaks with us 
often make the difference between 
coping and despair.

MUSEUM RE-OPENING 

Officers and members of the 
Mildenhall Museum, together 
with their many supporters, have 
finally been able to reveal their 
plans for the official re-opening 
of the revamped building in King 
Street. This will now take place on 
Tuesday 8th October. 


LONG SESSION, LOTS OF WORK 

In what was clearly one of the 
longest working Sessions in exist¬ 
ence, the members of the Milden¬ 
hall Community Partnership 
steering Committee got through a 
great deal of important business, 
with several reports looking con¬ 
structively ahead to future events, 
among them, of course, the likely 
Christmas programme, when 
Mildenhall gets Tit up’ in a variety 
of ways. 

This year’s date is December 5, 
when many of the usual events 
are being staged in and around 


the town centre, including the 
lighting of the Christmas tree 
by Father Christmas who will 
no doubt arrive, courtesy of the 
Mildenhall Lions reindeer and 
sleigh before, later in the even¬ 
ing, spending time in his fine new 
grotto in the shopping precinct. 
Once again the small sub group 
planning the evening has ar¬ 
ranged a series of Christmassy 
events, after the local schools 
young representatives will be 
helping switch on the lights which 
will gleam out from the St Mary’s 
church yard. And although not a 


specific ‘shopping evening’ many 
shops and businesses will be stay¬ 
ing open for some three hours, 
while a host of activities should 
make a visit well worthwhile. 
Almost certainly there will be 
families and groups of young¬ 
sters going round looking to par¬ 
ticipate in the annual Christmas 
competition while there will be 
other activities for young and old¬ 
er members alike, including carol 
singing, face painting and craft 
activities for younger folk.

Digging deep at 
historic stable site 


WORK is under way on the 
restoration of an historic 
Newmarket stable yard. 

Prior to the redevelop¬ 
ment of the multi-million 
pound National Heritage 
Centre for Horseracing and 
Sporting Art, a team of ar¬ 
chaeologists has started 
work at the Palace House 
stable yard, in Palace Street. 

The yard is the site of King 
Charles IPs royal stables and 
has been closed to the pub¬ 
lic for many years. It is the 
last remaining element of 
his sporting palace in the 
town. 

Adrian Screuby, archaeol¬ 
ogist for Archaeology South- 
East, said the team has be¬ 
gun work on restoring the 
fountain in the Rothschild 
Yard, which was filled in 
with earth in the 1980s. 

He said: “As part of the re¬ 
generation of the yard the

fountain is going to be re¬ 
stored. 

“One of the things we 
are doing is digging out the 
fountain in levels to expose 
the foundations and get a 
good look at what it looks 
like underneath.” 

The yard also originally 
contained a ropewalk, the 
team believes, which was 
a long covered workshop 
where rope was produced 
for the racing industry. 

Visitors will have the op¬ 
portunity to do some dig¬ 
ging of their own over the 
next few weeks as there will 
be test pitting and trench 
excavation in the stable and 
the paddocks. 

Mr Screuby added: “It is 
a nice opportunity for lo¬ 
cal people to have a look 
around the yard and find out 


a bit about its history.” 

Chris Garabaldi, director 
of the National Horserac¬ 
ing Museum, said the site 
has not been a working 
yard since the 1980s and 
was bought by Forest Heath 
District Council under com¬ 
pulsory purchase order after 
arsonists broke into the yard 
and torched it. 

Mr Garibaldi told the 
News : “This is going to be a 
working yard again. There 
will be retrained racehorses 
for the public to see, a bit 
like a shop window into the 
racing community. 

“This project has been in 
planning for many years, 
this is why it is so exciting to 
get to this stage.” 

The five-acre site also- 
contains a large section of 
paddock land, backing onto 
Lisburn Road and Vicarage 
Road, which will be dug by 


the archaeology team. 

The community heritage 
project is part of the require¬ 
ments of the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery Fund grant for the pro¬ 
ject which was given earlier 
this year. 

Mr Garibaldi said: “One of 
the most important aspects 
of the support from the Her¬ 
itage Lottery Fund for the 
Palace House project is that 
it is helping us to fund a pro¬ 
gramme of activity during 
the course of the redevelop¬ 
ment which places it at the 
heart of the local commu¬ 
nity.” 

Palace House stables were 
built in two phases between 
1857 and 1860, and 1896 and 
1903, firstly for Baron Meyer 
de Rothschild and later for 
Leopold de Rothschild.

Their stint in Afghanistan was 
served in support of Operation En¬ 
during Freedom. 

A spokesman for RAF Lakenheath 
said: “While deployed to the 83rd 
Expeditionary Rescue Squadron 
and 455th Expeditionary Aircraft 
Maintenance Squadron, they were 
credited with saving the lives of 23 
people, completing more than 100 
medical evacuations and providing 
the transport of two fallen heroes.” 


Due to runway work at RAF 
Lakenheath the servicemen and 
woman have been landing at RAF 
Mildenhall. 

The returning airmen come from 
a variety of fields including admin¬ 
istrative support, maintenance, 
pilots, combat rescue officers and 
pararescuemen. 

Following two weeks of rest and 
recuperation, they will return to 
their daily duties at RAF Laken¬ 
heath.

Frankel visits help to raise thousands 


ICONIC racehorse Frankel has 
helped to raise thousands of 
pounds for a children's hospice. 

Tours of Banstead Manor 
Stud, in Cheveley, where the 
stallion now stands, were 
auctioned off to raise £3,000 


for East Anglia's Children's 
Hospices (EACH). The charity 
was chosen by Frankel's trainer 
Sir Henry Cecil, who died of 
cancer in June. 

Karen Newton, EACH 
Fundraiser, said: "Frankel is a 


star - not only is he the world's 
highest rated racehorse, but 
he's also helping local life- 
threatened children, young 
people and their families and 
there are not many racehorses 
that have that claim." 


Government’s 
cuts to hit hard 


SWINGEING cuts to councils’ 
government funding will be 
tough but services will continue 
to be delivered, a council leader 
has said. 

From April 2014 to March 
2016, local authorities in Suffolk 
are expecting to face a 39 per 
cent cut in funding from central 
government, which is equiva¬ 
lent to a total of £62.7 million. 

Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) will have its funding 
slashed by 49 per cent which 
could mean a loss of £1.287 mil¬ 
lion over the two-year period. 

Cllr James Waters, leader of 
FHDC, said: “There is no ques¬ 
tion that it is going to be very 
tough and it’s not only councils 
that will need to do things dif¬ 
ferently. 

“There will be more expec¬ 
tation of greater self-reliance 
among communities for exam¬ 
ple, more emphasis on partner¬ 
ships and cutting duplication.” 

He said a “strong start” has 
been made in West Suffolk as 
FHDC and St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council have come to¬ 
gether to share services, saving 
£3.5 million year on year. 
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Cllr Waters said: “We already 
know that the income we get 
from taxpayers and interest on 
savings, for example, is not go¬ 
ing to grow. 

“This is not a surprise, and 
we are already planning how we 
can be more commercial, cut 
costs and increase income from 
other areas so we can continue 
to deliver those services which 
our residents value most highly 
and which have real impact 
on quality of life.” 

Suffolk County 
Council also faces 
a 37 per cent cut 
equating to a 
loss of more than 
£50 million fund¬ 
ing. 

Political lead¬ 
ers from the county 
council and seven dis¬ 
trict and borough authorities 
held crunch talks with Suffolk’s 
police and crime commissioner 
and chief constable in Ipswich 
to find ways of working together 
to save money. 

Cllr Mark Bee, leader of Suf¬ 


folk County Council, said: “It’s 
important that we do not under¬ 
estimate the scale of the finan¬ 
cial challenge facing local gov¬ 
ernment in the next two years. 

“But that doesn’t mean that 
there aren’t things that we can 
do, together, to help manage the 
challenge. Focal government 
needs to lead by example and 
find ways of working together 
to make the savings that are 
needed.” 

headers plan to build on exist¬ 
ing joint working arrange¬ 
ments and put pres¬ 
sure on Suffolk’s 
MPs to raise ques¬ 
tions about the 
implications of 
the funding cuts 
with the Com¬ 
munities and Fo¬ 
cal Government 
secretary Eric Pick¬ 
les. 

The estimates are based on 
a consultation currently being 
run by the government, which 
is looking at what funding will 
be available to local councils 
over the following two financial 
years.

It was really nice 
to be able to process the news 
in my own time. It is nice to be 
thought of for this award.” 

A performer from a very 
young age, Etta attended Cam¬ 
bridge’s Bodywork Theatre 
School at the age of 3 and went 
on to study Performing Arts at 
Tring School, Italia Conti Acad¬ 
emy of Performing Arts and the 
Institute of Contemporary Mu¬ 
sic Performance. 

Growing up in Newmarket, 
Etta said she always loved to sing 
and she used to walk around the 
town’s Memorial Gardens with 
her headphones in, singing at 
the top of her lungs. 

The 23-year-old said: “I al¬ 
ways loved singing but I started 
recording when I was 14. One of 
my mum’s friends used to sing 
in a wine bar in Newmarket and 
he had a little studio so he said 
I could record something in 
there.” 

A chance encounter with 
singer Labrinth on Myspace 
kickstarted her career, as the 
pair collaborated on ‘What is it 
you do’ before she was the first 
artist signed to his record label 
Odd Child in 2011 - an offshoot 
of Simon Cowell’s SyCo music 
label. 

Now based in London, Etta 
has also collaborated with di¬ 
verse artists ranging from Plan B 
and Wretch 32 to Devlin. 

She cites Jill Scott and Billie 
Holiday as her inspiration and 
has described her music as “ver¬ 
satile” with influence from all 
different genres. 

Etta said: “I am more con¬ 
cerned with my vocals and writ¬ 
ing than genres. 

“My music is about my life 
because everything is first hand 


and it is personal. I am just 
inspired by anything I hear, 
whether I like it or not. I was 
brought up on RnB and soul 
music and a lot of hip hop but I 
love other music too.” 

Her mum Chrissie, who lives 
in Freckenham, said: “She wrote 
her first song when she was 
about 12 or 13, called ‘Wipe My 
Eyes’ an emotional account of 
the affects of her relationship 


with her father which reduced 
anyone who heard her singing it 
while accompanying herself on 
guitar, to floods of tears, 

“It seemed to change eve¬ 
rything - I knew that this was 
more than passing phase.”

Police pay 
the price of 
anti-social 
behaviour 


REVELLERS are asked to consider 
the impact their behaviour might 
have on police resources.

“We would prefer our officers to 
be in their communities fighting 
crime rather than being pulled off 
their beats into town centres every 
weekend.” 

During the week officers from the 
Night Time Economy (NTE) team 
carried out proactive checks on 
door supervisors across the county 
where licenses were checked. 

Other activities included en¬ 
gagement with new licensees and 
delivery of support packs, alcohol 
confiscations and test purchase 
operations.

Suffolk’s crime commissioner 
Tim Passmore said: “Speaking to 
people across the county it has 
been quite shocking to realise just 
how much crime and anti-social 
behaviour is alcohol fuelled. 

“I was staggered to hear from a 
local police officer that on a busy 
night in Ipswich 95 per cent 
of incidents that the Con¬ 
stabulary is involved in are 
alcohol-related. 

“This is a terrible re¬ 
flection on our county 
and has a massive impact 
on the Constabulary’s re¬ 
sources both in man-pow¬ 
er and financial terms. 
“This also has an adverse 
effect on the economy as it can 
stop people from coming into our 
towns to enjoy an evening at the 
cinema, restaurant or the theatre.” 

One incident can take as many 
as 17 officers and staff to deal with. 

Mr Passmore said: “There is a 
lot of good work being carried out 
across the county to combat the 
problem of alcohol. By co-ordinat¬ 
ing all this good work and working 
together I am sure we can make a 
real impact on the problem.” 

The PCC said he has awarded 
£200,000 to the Suffolk Drug and 
Alcohol Team to fund their vital 
work.

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Meet the horse doctors

EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM takes a closer look at 
the Newmarket Equine Hospital 


H AVE you ever wondered 

how you get a horse on to an 
operating table? 

No, me neither. But having just 
witnessed a racehorse castration 
(without fainting, I might add) it now 
all makes perfect sense: You turn 
them upside down, hoist them into 
the air and winch them into position. 
Simple, eh? 

I'm having a tour of the new-look 
Newmarket Equine Hospital, courtesy 
of partner and vet Simon Waterhouse. 
Completed in 2008, it's just by the 
'rearing stallion' roundabout on the 
edge of the town. "For decades we 
were on the High Street, between 
a Harley Davidson garage and De 
Niro's nightclub, which wasn't ideal 
for examining flighty racehorses," he 
says, "but this is a beautiful site." 

It is. It's also huge: up to 80 horses 
can be tended at any one time by 
some 30 vets, 20 of whom, like 
Simon, are usually out on the road 
- horses are only brought in as a last 
resort. 

We begin at the gate, where the 
poorly patients are checked in. Each 
is given a hospital tag in its mane for 
identification, "so we don't castrate 
the next potential Derby winner", says 
Simon, leading me to the yard. 

We peek into a few of the stables, 
where the horses stand peacefully. 
One has a big boot on his leg 
following surgery. "Ah, that's quite 
a high-profile horse; he's had four 
screws placed across a fracture. And 
this fella's damaged his eye," says 
Simon, nodding at a stallion with a 
black mask over his head. In another 
stable, a horse nuzzles her adorable 
foal, a plaster cast dwarfing its spindly 
leg, "and this one's had a gastroscopy, 
looking for stomach ulcers". 

"It's amazing," he adds. "They're 
primed to be the very best, like coiled 
springs, so when they have surgery 
and are put in the stable to rest, you'd 
think they'd be wired and crazy. But 
they just seem to accept the situation. 
You can see this horse was like a 
supreme athlete, all ready to roll, and 


now he's chilled out, waiting to heal." 

After donning scrubs, we then head 
to theatre where, in a giant padded 
room, our soon-to-be-gelding is 
getting set for the snip. 

Watching the team in action is quite 
a sight - a bit like a bizarre ballet. 

After he's been washed and sedated, 
a nurse cradles his lowered head as 
the anaesthetist injects the drugs to 
ut him to sleep. A few seconds pass 
efore he crumples into the corner. 

Once he's down, a breathing 
tube is put into his throat, hobbles 
are placed around his feet and he's 
carefully raised - upside down, 
tongue lolling - by the ceiling-hung 
machinery. He's then winched and 
lowered on to the waiting operating 
table, where cushions are blown up 
(with giant Henry-style hoovers) to 
hold him gently in place. Working 
quickly, the team cover up his 
extremities, clean his nether regions 
and wheel him through to theatre, 
where heart monitors and such like 
beep and blink. 

A castration is usually done standing, 


apparently, but his poor chap has a 
testicle inside his abdomen. I'll spare 
you the details of the actual op; let's 
just say the words "It's a sickening 
crunch, isn't it?" pass Simon's lips. 

It's all over in about 15 minutes; 
he's then hoisted back into his 
padded cell where he's gently roused 
from his slumber. 

Seeing a horse hanging upside 
down is one of the bizarrest sights 
I've ever witnessed, but it's all in a 
day's work for the staff, who last year 
performed nearly 800 operations on 
site, and a further 150 on the road. 

As well as the operating side, the 
hospital has an MRI suite, a bone 
scanning department, a state-of- 
the-art laboratory and a busy X-ray 
department, where some 2,500 
horses are X-rayed every year. 

We head here next, and Simon 
flicks through a pile of images, mostly 
showing bone breaks. "Fractures are 
very common in racing, because 
they're basically running on their 
fingertips. We've all got the same 
skeleton; the horse's skeleton has just 
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adapted to be able to 
run." But, he adds, having 
surgery doesn't mean 
the end of a racehorse's 
career: "There are lots of 
horses racing with screws 
in. 

"And here's a foal with 
an extra digit/' he says, 
showing me a curious 
X-ray. "We get one about 
every two or three years; 
they have an extra hoof 
that sort of flops around 
on the side of their shin." 

Removing this would 
be the kind of operation 
performed by Matt 
Smith, a partner and 
surgeon in the practice. 

He specialises in 
orthopaedic surgery, a job 
he loves: "Absolutely! It's 
technically challenging, 
but very rewarding 
because you really 
feel like you're making 
a difference to your 
patients." 

Is it expensive? "I think 
it's pretty reasonable. 

An average routine 
orthopaedic surgery is 
about £2,000. One of 
the things that costs so 
much, because of their 
size, is the doses of drugs. 

They're often the same 

drug you'd be using in 

humans, so with the anaesthetic agents 

you're using 10 times as much. But 

we wouldn't be more expensive than 

anywhere else." 

What's more, he says, the hospital is 
known as a centre of excellence, which is 
why they're so pleasingly busy: "We get 
horses from up and down the country, 
some from Europe as well. We see 
everything from Shetland ponies to shire 
horses, and all the racehorses and sport 
horses in between." 

But being in Newmarket, the 
racehorses are their most regular 



patients. Does the fact they're treating 
thoroughbreds worth hundreds of 
thousands of pounds put pressure on the 
team? 

"There is pressure, that's true, but we 
treat all the patients with exactly the same 
level of care," says Matt. "You have to put 
out of your mind whether it's a high- 
value racehorse because the reality is 
that, to the individual owners, someone's 
pleasure horse is worth just as much to 
them as the next stallion. 

"You just have to take the same 
approach to them all. And we always do 
our best."

02, Vodafone and EE have teamed up 
with the government to conduct tests on 
different technologies as a means of in¬ 
forming the public of an emergency 

The messages, which will relate to fic¬ 
tional hazards, events or terror attacks, 
will also be used to judge public reaction 
and response. 

Cabinet Office Minister Francis Maude 
wants to reassure the public that this is 
only a test. 

He said: “We are looking for help from 
the public in evaluating how well the tests 
worked and how they felt about receiving 
messages in this way and we would wel¬ 
come the public’s views which they can 
provide via an online survey or a series of

focus groups.” The texts will be sent using 
cell broadcasting, which identifies every 
working mobile phone near to a specific 
network mast. The messages will only be 
sent to active mobile phones, identified 
by a mast in a designated test area. 

Leiston has been confirmed as the test 
area for Suffolk, but other residents pass¬ 
ing through at the time of the pilot could 
still receive a message. 

Mr Maude said: “Ensuing that local ar¬ 
eas receive quick accurate information in 
the event of an emergency is crucial to an 
effective response and the information 
that we receive from these tests will help 
us develop systems that local emergency 
responders will be able to use in the fu¬ 
ture.” 

The day the tests will take place will be 
announced at a later date.

Interview: Peter Webber 



Emperor is showing on Saturday at 8.30pm 


SET during the American occupation 
of Japan after the Second World War, 
Emperor stars Tommy Lee Jones as 
General Douglas MacArthur, the 
country’s de facto ruler who assigns 
Matthew Fox, AKA General Bonner 
Fellers, to investigate whether the 
Japanese Emperor should be punished 
for war crimes. But Bonner is also on a 
mission of his own; to find a Japanese 
school teacher he loved before war 
broke out... 

Ella Walker speaks to the director 
Peter Webber (director of Girl With 
A Pearl Earring and Hannibal Rising ), 
about working with Tommy Lee Jones 
and braving his critics. 

Can you start by explaining what made 
this a story you just had to tell? 

I've always been very interested in 
Japan and Japanese culture. I think 
it's an interest that started when I 
discovered the films of Kurosawa and 
Ozu when I was a teenager. Also the 
thing that made me really interested in 
this particular subject matter was that 
it seemed very metaphorical for what 
was going on today. It's a way I could 
tell a story from the past that had some 
resonance in the present - it's about 
regime change, the battle between 
justice and revenge. And I had always 
wanted to work with Japanese actors 
and do a film set in Japan; this seemed 
like a very good opportunity. 
Considering the plot is based on true 
events, did you feel a responsibility to 
the real people portrayed? 

Yes, but you also have to balance that 
against responsibility to the audience. 


You can be tugged in different 
directions. There's obviously been 
an awful lot of films, not about this 
particular subject - this is a post-war 
film rather than a war film - but about 
the Pacific War, and overwhelmingly 
they've put the American point of 
view. I felt it'd be interesting to tell a 
tale where you would hear what the 
Japanese had to say. 

What made you pick Matthew Fox for 
the lead role? 

I was looking for someone who 
was the modern day equivalent of 
Gary Cooper. Quite an old fashioned, 
strongly morally centred, very 
masculine kind of a figure, and it just 
seemed to me Matthew Fox was 
perfect for that. He has some of that 
1950s leading man about him. 


What was it like working with Tommy 
Lee Jones? Is he as intimidating as he 
comes across? 

It's scary to begin with, because he 
comes with a big reputation, he can be 
quite daunting but actually he's great 
to work with. He's super smart and 
underneath that rather gruff exterior, 
beats a heart of pure gold (Peter 
breaks off laughing). But it is a very 
gruff exterior. 

Were there any tough days when you 
thought the film wasn't going to work 
out? 

Every day is a difficult moment on set 
because you never have quite enough 
money and you never have quite 
enough time. Stanley Kubrick said 
making a film is like trying to write War 
and Peace on a rollercoaster, so every 


day has its challenges. 

Emperor has been considered a critical 
and commercial flop in America. What 
do you think of its reception so far? 

I was particularly pleased with the 
way it's gone down in Japan. It's been 
very successful in Japan, I think it's just 
passed the £12m box office mark, so 
that was important to me, that people 
went to see it over there. 

I got a couple of good reviews from 
my two favourite reviewers - Rex Reed 
and Roger Ebert. There's obviously bad 
reviews out there as well, I'm choosing 
to ignore those. 

Were any moments particularly special 
to film? 

What was really interesting was we 
got a chance to shoot at the Imperial 
Palace in Tokyo and we were the first 
fiction film to shoot there. So that felt 
very special, it was a real privilege. 
What do you want people to take from 
the film? 

I hope they enjoy it, I hope it 
makes them understand a bit about 
how enlightened American foreign 
policy used to be; I think it casts 
an interesting light, especially with 
current events. It's very important to 
remember and understand history. 

But I hope really that they'll be 
plunged into a strange, mysterious 
and fascinating world and really learn 
something about a period of history 
that hasn't been told before.

ALTHOUGH it ultimately lacks 
the courage of its twisted 
convictions, Prisoners is a 
provocative thriller about a 
father who takes justice into 
his own hands when his little 
girl is abducted. 

The subsequent quest for 
answers and reconciliation, 
regardless of the horrific 
consequences, will strike a 
deep chord with parents. 

Desperate times call for 
desperate measures and 
when authorities fail to solve 
the case, Aaron Guzikowski's 
script pulls no punches 
as it depicts the father's 
transformation from doting 
family man to snarling judge, 
jury and executioner. 

The film begins with Keller 
Dover (Hugh Jackman, 
pictured) out hunting with 
his teenage son, Ralph (Dylan 
Minnette). When they return 
home with a slain deer, the 
entire Dover clan including 
wife Grace (Maria Bello) 
and daughter Anna (Erin 
Gerasimovich), head over 
to the home of neighbours 
Franklin (Terence Howard) 
and Nancy Birch (Viola Davis) 
for Thanksgiving lunch. 

Soon after Anna and the 
Birch's girl Eliza (Zoe Soul) 
disappear to look for a 
missing whistle and never 
return. 

The two sets of parents 
are distraught and Ralph 
remembers a suspicious 
RV parked down the 
road. Detective Loki (Jake 
Gyllenhaal) and local police 
arrest the driver - Alex Jones

(Paul Dano) - who has the 
mental age of a 10-year-old. 

Without any evidence to 
link Alex to the crime, police 
are forced to let their prime 
suspect go back into the care 
of his mother, Holly (Melissa 
Leo). So Keller kidnaps Alex 
at gunpoint and holds the 
young man hostage. 

Prisoners is technically 
polished and director Denis 
Villeneuve composes some 
stunning images. Aaron 
Guzikowski's script pushes 
Keller to the edge of the 
abyss and then curiously 
leaves him standing there 
for the final hour, throwing 
in numerous plot twists 
and another suspect (David 
Dastmalchian) to delay the 
father's fall from grace. 

Jackman is mesmerising 
as a protector willing to 
ignore his moral compass to 
reunite his fractured family 
while Gyllenhaal invests his 
rebellious cop with an array 
of twitches and ticks that hint 
at rage bubbling beneath the 
surface. 

The excessive running 
time might put off some 
audiences, but patience 
is rewarded with fine 
performances and a slick final 
act that ties up most of the 
loose threads.

WE ALL feel better after an hour or 
two of gardening; the fresh air, the 
exercise and the simple joy of being 
surrounded by beautiful flowers and 
the fruits of our labour. 

But for some people, the benefits go 
even further. 

"A garden can help people living 
with dementia," says Jeremy Hughes, 
Alzheimer's Society chief executive. 
"They can enjoy socialising, as well 
as taking part in physical activity and 
stimulating the senses, all of which 
greatly improve their wellbeing." 

The regularity of nurturing plants 
on a daily basis also adds structure to 
the day of those living with dementia, 
while being involved in gardening 
activities like sowing seeds and 
watering plants gives a better sense 
of control, the society says. The cycle 
of sowing, nurturing, growing and 
harvesting plants, vegetables and 
flowers helps give a better perception 
of their lives. Also, the delicate nature 
of some gardening activities can help 
to maintain or improve fine motor skills 
and increase spatial awareness. 


Garden activities can also help those 
with dementia talk about their past 
lives by reminding them about similar 
activities when they were younger, 
for example what plants, flowers or 
vegetables they used to grow. 

Research shows that gardening can 
also help the wellbeing of younger 
people with early onset dementia. 

"Younger people with dementia 
want and need activities which are 
stimulating, fulfilling and productive 
because they are still seeking activities 
which mimic the workplace model," 
says Jill Walton, support group 
co-ordinator at the Frontotemporal 
Dementia Support Group (www.ftdsg. 
org), which provides support and 
information to carers of young people 
with dementia. 

Thrive, a national charity supporting 
horticultural therapy, holds a database 
of around 900 garden projects in the 
UK and can put you in touch with a 
project in your local area (www.thrive. 
org.uk or 0118 988 5688). 

These larger projects are clearly 
wonderful, but for many people,

gardening at home is where the real 
therapy lies. Indeed, recent research by 
the Alzheimer's Society, in partnership 
with Homebase, discovered 83% of 
people with dementia want to live 
in their own homes for as long as 
possible; so how can you create a 
home garden, or modify an existing 
one, to give people with dementia the 
greatest therapy? 

Thrive recommends straightforward 
way-finding: the layout of paths - 
essentially a loop - could take the 
visitor on a journey and return them 
to the starting point, while specimen 
trees and features such as pergolas, 
sculptures, bird tables and large pots 
can act as landmarks. 

Create a series of places to sit, with 
focal points to look at. These should 
also be protected from bright sunlight, 
chilling winds and deep shade, perhaps 
introducing a canopy or a parasol to 


prevent exposure to the elements. 

Use gentle changes rather than 
strong contrasts. For example, avoid 
strong shadows on paths, which might 
look like holes, abrupt changes in 
paving materials which may look like 
steps, or reflective materials which 
might look like water. These might give 
rise to general confusion and agitation 
and also present fall hazards. 

When adding a walkway, Alzheimer's 
Society (www.alzheimers.org.uk) 
recommends paths which are constant, 
such as a figure of eight, as paths with 
abrupt endings can disorientate people 
with dementia. 

Stimulate all of the senses all year 
round with colourful, fragrant plants 
and flowers, water features and 
wind chimes. Scents can often create 
memories, so introduce plants to the 
garden that have great smells, such as 
lavender, rosemary, mint or thyme. 


Sensory experience can be increased 
through introducing plants which are 
soft to touch such as lambs' ears or 
bunny tails, an ornamental grass which 
is soft and fluffy. 

It's wise to remove dangerous plants 
as dementia sufferers may not recall 
which plants are poisonous or irritate 
their skin. Similarly, any plants with 
thorns or which may sting should be 
removed from the garden altogether. 

If new plants are needed, select these 
with the person living with dementia. 
They may have favourites which bring 
back memories of happy times. Go to 
the garden centre and let the dementia 
sufferer physically handle the plants, 
flowers and gardening items which 
may trigger memories more effectively 
than looking at pictures. 

For many of us, gardening is an 
enjoyable pastime - for others, it's a 
lifeline.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV # so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

Lady Cecil stays 
at Warren Place

“You could see in the 
Chesham he wasn’t stopping 
even after the line so he should 
get the trip and he should put up 
a good performance. He’s ready 
to rock and roll.” 

Lucky Kristale is rated as “very 
doubtful” for the Connolly’s Red 
Mills Cheveley Park Stakes. 

After an unsatisfactory scope 
and blood test on Monday, 
trainer George Margarson said: 
“She’d been a bit quiet which is 
unlike her as she’s usually a bit of 
a fizzy filly.
